Planting seed into peat moss 
pots is a good way to obtain se- 
lect plants and have an extra 
early start for the season. Janu- 
ary is a good time of the year 
to plant tomato seeds in 4 inch 
pots and to ready your sojl area 
for expectant seedlings. It is 
wise to plant 3 times as many 
seeds as you want plants, Pot- 
ting soil showld be damp but not 
wet. I suggest 2 parts garden 
soil, 1 part sand and 1 part peat 
moss or sereened leaves, To fer- 
tilize, for each ‘quart of the above 
soil mixture, mix in 3 level table- | 
spoons of steer manure, 5 level | 
tablespoons ‘of ashes of wood and 
2 level teaspoons of bone meal. 
Do not us clayey soil in a contain- | 
er mix, After planting, put the 
pots into 65 to 70 degree temiper- 
ature to ferminate. 
Styrofoam plastic cups pur- 
chased in a grocery store provide 
an excellent smaller container 
and are far less expensive than 
peat pots. These cups can be | 
used for a very early small 
fruited variety of tomato. The 
seedlings can easily be taken out | 
of the styrofoam pots and plant- 


ed into the ground when the 
ground temperature becomes 
warm, 


Unless you have a sunny loca- 
tion where your tomato plants | 
are in the sun from sunrise . to 
sunset, it is best to use one of 
the following ‘‘fast growing” 
rieties. Planting Burgess, ‘‘Early 
Salad Hybrid”’ or Parks, “Extra 
Early Hybrid’ and you can ex- 
pect to harvest fruit during the 
summer months. “Pearson’s Im- 
proved” is a slow growing va- 
riety for this area and the fruit 
will usually not ripen until late 
October or November.

|as much as 2% pounds, 


Every organic gardener should 
have a compost heap in a con- 
tainer that is located in a shady 
area of the yard. Use a piece of 
% inch mesh Hardare cloth, 3 
feet wide and 12 feet long. Tie 
the ends of the screen together 
by overlapping about 1% inches 
and fastening with 4 plant ties. 
| Set the screen on edge and fill 
| witth gardening cuttings and oth- 
er organic material. The ‘compost 
heap should ‘be watered about 
twice a week and turned once a 
week to keep the correct balance 
of moisture, microbe action and: 
air, Add as much greenery to 
the heap as your yard will pro- 
vide.. The greenery provides the 
nitrogen needed for the decom- 
position. Perhaps a neighbor's 
hedge clippings and grass cut- 
tings ‘could be made available to 
you. 

Plants that have become pot- 
bound, such as sturdy geraniums, 
will dry out too fast for normal 
plant growth because roots have 
space, If 
you can not transplant the plants 
into larger containers, gently re- 
move the plant and soil, shave 
the root ball and replant into the 
same container. It is wise to use 
fresh soil when replanting. 

A delicious eating pea and easy 
to-grow in this area is the ‘'Melt- 
ing Sugar,” a trellis growing 


As the seedlings grow to 6 to 
10 inches and before they become 
pot bound, set the plant into an 
earth trench, In a hot location,

Food Stamp 
Law To Change 
Food Stamp recipients will be 


required to register for work 
with the State Dept, of Human 


; Resources Development, effective 


Pebruary 1, according to new 
regulations issued by the U.S. 
Dept. of Agriculture. 

Norman Blacher, a deputy di- 
rector of HRD, who heads the 
Job Training Development and 
Placement Division, said that 
most able-bodied persons between 
the ages of 18 and 65 will be re- 
quired to register. 

In addition, under the new reg- 
ulations, persons applying for or 
receiving USDA food stamps 
must also report for an interview 
with HRD upon reasonable re- 
quest; report to an employer to 
whom he or she has been re- 
ferred, and must accept a bona 
fide oifer of suitable employment. 

Exceptions to these. new regu- 
lations include: mothers or other 
members of a household, who 
have responsibility for the care 
of dependent children under 18, 
or of. incapacitated adults; stu- 
dents enrolled at Teast half-time 
in any school or training pro- 
gram recognized by any federal, 
state or local governmental agen- 
cy, and persons already working 
at least-30 hours a week. 

To administer the new law, 
HRD will work closely with the 
Department of Social Welfare, 
which is the agency that deter- 
mines eligibility for food stamps. 


Regardless of any assistance he 
may receive from the govern- 
ment or elsewhere, the ultimate 
responsibility for his return rests 
with the taxpayer.

2109, signed into law jast month 
by Governor Ronald Reagan, The} } 


hot prepared take-out food pro- 
ducts, and removes the sales tax) 
from candy and chewing gum, 
became effective Jan. 1. 

According to the Board’s re- 
search division, income from the 
sales of ‘hot prepared take-out 
food products will be approxi- 
mately $560 million in 1972 “and 
will produce approximately $28 
million in sales tax. 

Candy, confections and non- 
medicated chewing gum, which 
would have brought in $22 mil 
lion in sales tax revenue this 
year, are no longer taxed under 
the new law. This also excludes 
chocolate coated foods, breath 
mints and lozenges. Items such 
as cough drops, antacid mints, 
medicated lozenges and medi- 
cated chewing gum are not con- 
sidered candy, and will remain 
subject to a sales tax. 

Hot prepared food products are 
now subject to sales tax, as are 
all meals, whether consumed on 
the premises, or sold on a ‘“‘to 
go” or “take-out” ‘basis.’ ‘Hot 
prepared food products” are de- 
fined, under the new law, as 
those items prepared for sale in 
a heated condition, such as hot 
meals, sandwiches, specialty dish- 
es, pizza, popcorn and nuts, bouil- 
lon, consomme and soup. 

Other hot beverages, such as 
coffee, and hot bakery goods, are 
exempt from tax when sold for 
a separate price on a “to go” or 
“take-out” basis, unless sold 
where an admission is charged 
or at a drive-in restaurant. 

The mere heating of a food 
product constitutes the prepara- 
tion of a hot prepared food pro- 
duct, and includes the grilling of 
a sandwich, dipping a sandwich 
bun in gravy, heating popcorn 
or nuts by infrared lights, or 
heating food in a steam table. 

If hot prepared food: is sold 
for a single established: price, in 
combination with cold food (i.e.: 
a hot entree combined with cold 
salad, roll and dessert), the tax 
will apply. to the entire price 
posted on the menu, or as other- 
wise advertised.

- Subject also to tax now are the 
sales, of heated food items by ca- 
terers, department and variety 
stores (such as sales of hot pop- 
corn and nuts), and grocery store 
sales of such heated items a¢ 
pizzas, barbecued chicken, spare- 
ribs, popcorn, nuts and ‘similar 
hot food products. 

Also included will be the total 
gross receipts from the sale of 
‘hot prepared food products dis- 
pensed through a-vending ma- 
chine for more than 15 cents per 
item. However, vending machine 
items such as hot bakery items 
hot coffee and other hot bever- 
ages will be exempt from tax, 
when sold for a separate price 
at more than 15 cents, unless 
sold within a place where admis- 
sion is charged or where eating 
facilities such as tables and 
chairs are provided. 

Candy stores, selling candy ex- 
clusively, will not be required to 
hold a sales tax seller's perfit, 
unless they also sell hot confec- 
tionery, such as carmel corn, etc.
